The Greenland bergs, "calving." as the 
phrase goes, from the mother glaciers 
that reach to the fanio&s ice cap some 
10,000 feet thick that covers Greenland 
like feeing on a cake, are mere toys 
compared with the antarctic fcerga. One 
sepowed recently to the hydrographic 
office of the United States was shaped 
like a hook, tbe short arm 40 miles, the 
long arm 60 miles long, vrith a bay 40 
miles wide between the arms. 


As this floating island, judging from 


the height of tbe ice above the water, 
waa about 3,700 feet high, we have here 
a mass twice as high arid vastly greater 
ia bulk than a section of the Blue moun- 
tain* from above Earzisbnrg to beyond 
the Delaware Water Gap.

The Dingley law has caused a panic 


among importers of tobacco, who de- 
clare that one short paragraph in the 
new law means a loss to them of thou- 
sands of dollars every year. The para- 
graph is a part of section 83 of die act 
which compels importers to pay duty 
on tobacco at tbe weight it goes into 
tbe bonded warehouse. This takes front 
tobacco tiieii a privilege that has for 
many years been accorded to them by 
f!i<3 tariff laws. Under tbe Wilson act, 
and previous laws importers Lave had 
their tobacco reweigbed at the time of 
its withdrawal from bonded -warehouses, 
and on this weight duties were col- 
lected. 


Tbe weight of tobacco is greatly re- 


duced daring the bonded period by 
evaporation. 


When tobacco arrives from a long 


ocean voyage, it is frequently insuffi- 
ciently cured and has absorbed a large 
percentage of moisture. This moisture 
evaporates in the warehouse. Experts 
estimate that the importer saves |33 to 
$40 a bale on Sumatra and sometimes 
as high as $70 a bale on Havana leaf by 
paying on the dried out tobacco. Im- 
porters will now , .tin nothing bydelay, 
but must pay duties at f 1.85 per pound 
of tbe weight on their tobacco at the 
time of its arrival. They estimate that 
tbe loss to importers in New York 
alone will be f&OO.OUO a year. 


A HlcUr Gifted Indian Girl. 


Miss Etta Scott of Kokomo, Ind., a 


teacher in tbe kindergarten department 
of the Indian schools at Fort Sill, O. T., 
returned home the other day, bringing 
with her a 6-year-old Indian girl who 
is a prodigy. The dc«ky damsel. Nahma 
Coffee by name, speaks English fluent- 
ly, sings like a lark and executes with 
ease the most intricate dances. Nahi 
is the leader of her class and is intrust- 
ed with the direction of tbe drills. She 
was one of twins, and, according to the 
barbarous superstition of the Indians, 
was condemned to die, it being consid- 
ered an ill omen to raise twins. Kahma, 
the little papoose, was found in tbe 
bushes in a famished condition, and 
Professor Cox of the Indian school took 
her in charge, unknown to the parents, 
and has adopted her as his own child. 
Little Nahma is remarkably bright and 
interesting. She holds levees every day 
and has a constant stream of callers.— 
St Louis Globe-Democrat.

Teak. 


In an article in Timber (London) on 


the value of teak for structural and me- 
chanical purposes the claim is put forth 
that such wood is really the most dura- 
ble timber known and of special impor- 
tance to shipbuilders, being very hard, 
yet light, easily worked, and, though 
porous, strong and l&fiting. It is soon 
seasoned, shrinks but little, and on ac- 
count of its oily nature does not injure 
iron. In southeastern Asia it is not only 
considered the best material for ship 
construction, but for bouse carpentry 
and other work where strength and oth- 
er lasting qualities are required. It is 
rarely attacked by ants of tbe white 
species, aud its rare durability renders 
it specially valuable in a climate like 
that of India, where the elements caus- 
ing decay are so numerous and power- 
ful, •where dampness brings on rapid 
decomposition, and where the white 
ant devours without scruple. In the 
operation of cutting this wood is fre- 
quently girdled one or two years before 
it is felled, and, thtis exposed to tbe 
wind, the action of tbe sun and to thu 
pumping capacity of the leaves, it sea- 
sons rapidly and is drier and lighter 
than timber felled green. 


The Bedouin'* BOOM.

means. 


In a fanners' bulletin issued from the 


United States department of agricultnro 
siloing tbe beets is suggested as the 
simplest method of keeping tbe tubers, 
and tho one employed at some factories. 
Ill some sections, as in California, all 
that is required to protect tbe tubers 
until desired for use is a covering of 
straw. In siloing tbe tccts the advice 
is to place in piles and cover et first 
only slightly with earth, afterward in- 
creasing the covering according to the 
degree of cold. 


At the Oregon station experiments 


are to be made to determine tbe rate of 
decrease in sugar content and purity by 
allowing tho beets to remain in the 
ground till used. 
Tbe producing of 


beets rich in sugar is an important mat- 
ter frcm a financial standpoint, for it 
costs nearly as much to produce beets 
eoutainirjg tbe minimum of 13 per cent 
sugar as to produce those carrying 18 
per cent. The former, to quote figures 
given in the Oregon bulletin, would 
bring but £«}. SO per ton, or, assuming a 
yield of 12 tons per acre, an income of 
$42 per acre, while the latter would 
brine $4.50 p?r ton, or SH4 per acre, 
which is a very material difference. 


The Campbell System. 


Advocates of the Campbell system 


claim that without tho aid of irrigation 
tbis new system of agriculture will 
prove the salvation cf the semiariti re- 
gion. The process kiiowu as tbe Camp- 
bell system is described as follows in 
The 'ilobO"D>>mocrat: 
Tho plan con- 


sists, first of a thorough pulverizing of 
tbe top of the land for a depth of three 
or four inches, with a disk harrow, then 
plowing the land to a depth of eight 
inches, using this fine soil for tbe bot- 
tom of tho furrows. 
After this comes 


the surface 
packer, a tool that re- 


sembles tbe rear portion of a Havana 
press drill, except that the wheels are 
wedge shaped instead of being 
flat. 


This tool ]>sicks the lower substratum 
firmly together, leaving tbe 
surface 


loose for threi« inches from the top. It 
leaves the ground in model condition, 
but is a matter of a good deal of wcik 
for the first two years, as there are 
many tliuU'viltk'S in the way of the first- 
loosening cf the soil. 


This work is done immediately after 


the plow, and is followed by a fine 
smoothing rafcf:, which will make the 
laud look like n garden. It should be 
done in * he fall if possible, for then the 
land is in better condition than at any 
other time for thorough pulverizing. It 
is better to do it as soon after the tak- 
ing off of the previous crop as cau be 
done in order to get the rest results. 


A Good Sharing Bone. 


To make a good and 
inexpensive 


shaving horse, like (ho one hern depict- 
ed, Tho Rural New Yorker correspond- 
ent, who sketched it, furnishes these 
directions: 


Use a 3 icch plank, 
10 inches 


wide and 9 feet long. Five feet from 
one end a block 10 inches long and 6 
inches wide is nailed with tbe edge 
downward. 
Another 3 inch board is 


attached to the upper edge of this block 
and extends to the farther end of the 
main plank. A slit 2^ inches wide and 
6 inches long is cut uear the upper end 
of tbis plank, with one of tho same 
width and 10 inches long in the plank

just below it. A three-fourths inch hole 
is bored crosswise through tho middle 
of the upper plank and fitted with a 
wooden pin small enough to turn easily. 


A strip 8 inches wide and 3 inches 


thick, with a largo head at the top and 
a number of holes bored through the 
thin part below, is inserted and may bn 
held at any height desired, according a> 
tho pin is inserted in the higher or low- 
er holes. At the bottom and at one side 
of this cut a notch a inches wide and 
one-half inch deep. A strip 2 by 8 inch- 
es and a foot long is firmly bolted, with 
tho f»id projecting fn™vr.nl. 
The wood 


on which r.wi intends to work is placed 
under the edge of the bend, where it 
easily held in jihiro by light pressure 
on this short horizontal strip.

Tbe stations also send free of 
charge bulletins to all applicants out- 
ride the state, but reserve tbe light to 
discontinue these, provided tbe home 
demand becomes sufficiently large to ex- 
haust the supply. It is the desire of all 
the stations to keep tbe list outside the 
etate a* small aa possible, so as to be 
able to supply their home fanners first. 
As tbe work of tbe stations becomes bet- 
ter known it will undoubtedly be im- 
possible to supply this outside demand. 
To meet tbis call tbe United States de- 
partment of agriculture at Washington 
issues farmers' bulletins that are fur- 
nished free to all applicants, each issue 
being on one topic, and including tbe 
results obtained at tho various stations. 


As another evidence of tbe apprecia- 


tion by the farmers of the experiment 
station is tho fact that tbe correspond- 
ence has doubled and iu many cases 
quadrupled during the past six years. 
In a great, many states there is still a 
misapprehension on the part of some 
farmers. 
Stations do not distribute 


seeds, neither con they undertake inves- 
tigations of a private nature or which 
will benefit only a few, such as the 
analysis of a soil peculiar to a certain 
locality, unless by so doing a large pro- 
portion of the f Miners of the state are 
the gainers. In other words, the work 
of the station cannot be devoted to indi- 
viduals. All questions concerning agri- 
cultural problems are answered and the

BarriTcr For Corn Fodder. 


Do yon vaiit a hariuy barrow for corn 


fodder? If so, follow these directions 
from The National Stockman, and tbe 
result will be :> barrow like the one de- 
picted iu the accompanying cut: 


The two side pieces A are 6 feet long 


and ]?i inches by S inches. The up- 
rights B are 2 feet long aud 2 inche* by 
1 Ji inches.
